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RULES for SAFE AUTUMN PLANTING 


1. Select hardy material. Check zone map on page 35 to locate your 
own climate, compare with zone ratings in plant descriptions. 

2. Order early enough. There is a right time for nearly all kinds of 
plants. The right hand margins show an index of dates. 

3. Plants need watering, even in fall with no growth of leaves, water 
freely until freeze-up for good root growth. 

4. Plant in proper soil. Usually just good garden soil mixed with 

humus, but special treatment often noted in description.
